tained. It is true that Turner and many other artists painted this 
picturesque view of medieval ruins; Turner’s drawing of about 1797 
was engraved for Whitaker’s “Richmondshire”, 1822. But this pic- 
ture is not derived from any of these, and it at once suggests Ibbet- 
son (styled by Benjamin West as “The Berchem of England’), who 
was born in Yorkshire and who painted many pictures in that and the 
neighboring counties.
